Its  demand  causes  us  to  lay  before  the  reader 
its  make-up  in  such  a way  that  he,  she  or  it 
may  enable  himself,  herself  or  itself  to  master 
it  and  take  advantage  of  its  benefits. 

No  knowledge  of  the  English  language  is 
necessary,  as  the  novice  may  write  in  his  own 
native  tongue.  The  first  step  we  make  is  that 
of  getting  the  story  started.  For  this  point  we 
are  giving  a few  stock  beginnings  which  the 
novice  may  use,  himself,  at  a nominal  rate  of 
ten  cents  a word'.  Study  these  carefully  and 
notice  the  sentence  structure : —
